EDITORIAL 


Word of victory in Europe came 
to Vulcan Monday morning just as 
citizens were digging out from Sat¬ 
urday night’s severe dust storm. 
The sounding of the siren at the 
town hall marked receipt of the 
tirs* announcement. 

As planned, business places were 
closed that day and at eight o'clock 
in the evening all churches held 
services Tuesday and Wednesday 
evenings. 

Tuesday, May 8, was also pro¬ 
claimed as V4E Day and the town 
was gaily decorated with flags, pen¬ 
nants, and bunting. Store windows 
at Andersons and Colliers are par¬ 
ticularly worthy of mention. 

Following the address at one 
o’clock by His Majesty, the King, 
the parade gathered at the skating 
rink. Led by one of the fine trucks, 
with siren wide open, the Royal 
Canadian Army Cadets, Vulcan De¬ 
tachment of the Calgary Highland¬ 
ers under Major Robson, approxim¬ 
ately 200 school children all with 
flags, and veterans of the First 
Great War, paraded to the Vulcan 
Theatre for the mass service. It 
was originally hoped that (this 
would be an open-air service, but 
chilly weather and light snow fall¬ 
ing all day made it necessary to 
hold it indoors. 

Members of all three branches 
of the armed services and hundreds 
of citizens were on hand for the 
occasion. The theatre could 1 hold 
only a portion of the crowd which 
had gathered despite the inclement 
weather. 

A sound truck, kindly loaned by 
the RCAF. provided music for the 
parade and carried the services to 
the crowd outside the theatre 
through their public address sys¬ 
tem. 

Starting with the singing of “0 
Canada”, Mayor Allan gave a short 
opening address as follows: 

“Today we are gathered together 
to hold our V-E Day service and 
thanksgiving ami to pay tribute. 
Firstly, to the heroic dead who sac¬ 
rificed their lives on the altar of 
freedom. 

‘‘Secondly, to the heroic living, 
who fought so gallantly and victor¬ 
iously for Canada. 

“Thirdly, to the mothers, wives, 
sisters and sweethearts, of our men 
in the armed forces and to all who 
served Canada in its hour of need. 

“Today we rejoice in a great vic¬ 
tory yet our rejoicing must be tem¬ 
pered by the grievious memory of 
the many young lives sacrificed for

IS WAR ENDED? 


¥ TNCONDITIONAL surrender on the part of Germany has 
brought an end to organized fighting in Europe. After five 
and a half years of unspeakable suffering, cruelties and violence 
the war in Europe is ended and the pall of fear has been lifted 
from one continent. Gratitude for release from the scourge of 
war in one area, is tenipered by the thought that in another 
hemisphere war is still go i ag -fo rward in unabated fury. 

Man’s impulse is to look forward and the dominant thought 
on the day that Victory was declared in Europe was: “It must 
never happen again.” All eyes are turned to San Fransisco in 
the prayer that out of that Conference may come something 
more honest, more unselfish, and more vithl than yet has been 
in order to guard the peace of the world. 

There is a new awareness of the “one world” concept, and of 
interdependence in order that continuing peace may be assured, 
not only for “our time" buFfor all time. It is realized that 
nations seeking peace must share responsibility for its preser¬ 
vation. Any Security council to be effective must have the solid 
backing of the common people in the nations represented. Na¬ 
tional lepresentativcs should be and will be more closely watch¬ 
ed .than was the old I.eague of Nations. Their action and their 
inaction will he more widely publicized. They will be watched 
for signs of intrigues, for the power politics and spinelessness 
which nullified effectiveness of the old League, when it might 
have been effective. 

Prime Minister Churchill, writ’ng in September, 1944, to his 
friend Viscount Cecil of Chelwood comments: 

"This war could easily have been presented if the_League of 
Nations had been used with courage and loyalty by the associat¬ 
ed nations. Even in 1933 and 1936 there was a chance by mak¬ 
ing an armed Grand Alliance under the aegis of the League, to 
hold in subjection the rising furies in Germany, or at the very 
least "to enter into armed conflict on terms far more favorable 
than those eventually forced upon us. We tried our best, and 
though the road has been one of tiag^d? and terror, the oppoi- 
tunity will surely be offered again to mankind to guard them¬ 
selves at least for a few geneiations from such frightful exper¬ 
iences.” 

To this Lord Cecil replies: “What you say about the League 
is. I think, quite true. The governments had agreed to the Cov¬ 
enant without taking it seriously. To them any genuine attempt 
to apply its provisions against the threatened storm was mid¬ 
summer madness. Most people instead of visualizing a Leaguo 
acting with force against an aggressor, persisted in trusting to 
vague aspirations for peace. We have been given another chance, 
and I hope we may be wiser. All dep-nds on whether the peoplw 
can be made to understand the plain truth of the future, and are 
not led to put their faith only in social and economx reforms.” 

A new I eague of Nations is m process of making at San 
Francisco. It will only be strong if the common people of 
these nations are vigorously united in the determination that 
there will be no more hideous slaughter of mankind through 
war. That will require constant vigilance and intelligent inform¬ 
ed opinion on the part of the common people, who pay the awful 
penalty of war. 


Early Monday- morning, May 7, 
Ce.many surrendered uncondition¬ 
ally to the Western Allies and 
Russia. The official surrender 
whi h fraught an end to the war 
in Europe after 5 years, 8 months 
and 6 d lys, was made in a little 
schoolhouse near Reims, Fiance, 
tne head .uarters of General Eisen¬ 
hower. It was signed for Germany 
by Jodi, the new chief "of ■ staff of 
the German army, and by Russian, 
French and other Allied represen¬ 
tatives. 

Complete surrender foHoweo 
pie;e-meal capitulation by the Ger¬ 
man army fighting in vaiious sec¬ 
tions of Europe. German fofees in 
Czicho Slovakia and Norway were 
the last to surrender. All Nazi U 
boats were ordered by German 
(O iiiniud to cease hostil.tias. -All 
waiships ami mere ant ships were 
or :e ed to cease fire, forbidden to 
scut le ,-h ps or make them unser- 
v ce..bl ■, and ciews were ordered 
to remain on board. There are 
said to be about 300 U boats in 
the fio ds of Norway. Occupation 
o.' Ho.land by the 1st Canadian ar¬ 
my took place Monday, and Dei. 
mark’s liberation was one of the 
last dramatic incidents of the end 
o' the war. All Germans now 
fighting in Europe are pow consid¬ 
ered gueriillas without protection. 

For Russia war is over, unless 
action is taken against Japan. For 
t! e West-rn Allies, the end of the 
German conflict is merely a 
1 reath h? spell, a moment’s pause 
fo. rejoicing, because Japan still 
remains a formidable foe. 

Hi.w ver, the joy in England 
was unrestrained as may be imag- 
i ed. For years now the British 
Isles h »ve moved under a pall of 
darkness and fear, menaced by 
enemy attack day and night. Now 
the lights shine again. Homes, 
not a .eady dest oyed, are safe 
from the ikies. The rejoicing in 
England re. cl.ed a climax in Lon¬ 
don where eno mous crowds con¬ 
gregated round Buckingham Pal-’ 
a e, shouting lor the appearance 
of t e King a id Queen. May 8 was 
t o most riotous and carefree day 
Britain has enjoyed after long 
years of over work, exhaustion, 
piivat ons’of every nature, and ex¬ 
posure to constant danger of at¬ 
tack.

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CALL FOR SQUARE DEAL 


TN no sphere of government requirements is the 
public more thoroughly tractable than in the mat¬ 
ter of income tax payment. Chief reason for this 
may be the feeling that this contribution from in¬ 
come is one of the lesser _parts which civilians may 
play in the prosecution of war, and should be paid 
willingly and without question. But this readiness on 
the part of the public tends to an attitude of omnipo¬ 
tence on the part of those who administer the Act. 
Theydemand prompt payment on the part of taxpayer 
but are themselves discoqc rtingly slow in cleaning 
up their own end of the business. In this respect they 
do not deal fairly with the public. 

One example, though sm^ll in actual figures, il¬ 
lustrates an aggravation with which the public is en¬ 
tirely too familiar. A resident of this district, re¬ 


ceived in May, 1945, a notice informing him that 
$25 was still due on his 1941 income tax, and that in¬ 
terest accruing because of the delay in payment 
vtould be an additional $8.00. This man had made 
out his 1941 income tax in all honesty. His fust noti¬ 
fication that further payment was due for 1941 was 
pot received till three years later. He had been given 
no opportunity to pay the .$26 still owing, but the ac¬ 
cruing interest was tallied against him. There seems 
no conceivable reason why he should pay interest. 
Any delay in adjustment v. as the fault of the gov¬ 
ernment and should have been borne by the govern¬ 
ment. v 

A variation of fliis situation is the long delay 
which ensues in getting refunds from the depart¬ 
ment for overpayment. This affects mast seriously 
seasonal workers, whose overall yearly earnings are 
below income tax liability. The government collects 
from them immediately the money is earned^ but 
repayment may be de'ayed for a year or more, put¬ 
ting them in bad straits. 

This department of government should attempt 
to dispose of business with more speed, more cer¬ 
tainty and more courtesy, instead of leaving 
loose ends to dangle over a peribd of years, and then 
charging up delay to the innocent victims. Such pro¬ 
cedure would be ruinous in private business. It sets 
a bad example. 

Income tax forms are-admittedly a nerve racking 
labyrinth. Ope of the chief headaches is that no mat¬ 
ter how honest and well intentioned a contributor 
may be in his returns, he is kept in uncertainty over 
a period—not of months—but of years.

Tested tips on sugar economies 
help Mrs. Jack Canuck to save on 
the household sugar ration budget. 
Add sugar to stewed fruit after 
cook'ng and while it is still warm. 
Cook dried fruits in the water in 
which they have been soaked; lit¬ 
tle or no sugar will be needed for 
sweetening. Bake the sweeter 
fruits with a little water and baste 
them with the liquid. Make pud- 
d ng sauces with left-over canned 
fruit syrups. To sweeten cold 
drinks, use canned fruit syrup or 
plain sugar syrup made with equal 
quantities of boiled sugar and wa¬ 
ter. Add half a cup of raisins to 
d-sserts and reduce sugar by ta- 
blespoons in making pre-war des¬ 
serts. They will taste just as good.

Ignorance of the conditions of 
Canada's 120,000 Indians and the in¬ 
difference of most Canadian to the fate 
of tuis minority, gives importance to 
a publication of the University of 
Toronto press. This is: “The. North 
Amer.can Indian Today,” composed 
of papers and findings of a two week 
conference in Toronto. 

The lnd.an problem is neither un¬ 
ique nor simple. It is the universal 
one of human relationshps varying 
greatly east and west and from tribe 
to tribe. 

“If we aie going to stop hindering 
and begm helping the Indian to be¬ 
come a full and free citizen we'must 
begin with the Indian himself, under¬ 
stand his grievances after three cen- 
turis of submission, accept his skep¬ 
ticism about our goodwill, and r fijul 
out what he envisages as a full and 
free life. Then only can we work ou., 
with him the adju tments (necessary 
to accomplish his objective and ours; 
as far as this can be done in a world 
nlieir to his habits of thought and liv¬ 
ings.” 

Kathleen Coburn, writing in Cana¬ 
dian Forum, speaks of Indians she 
knows and their grievances. One is 
resentment against loss of vast lands 
and the feeling that treaty agree¬ 
ments have not been lived up to, or 
that when treaties were made the In¬ 
dians were novices imposed on by the 
experienced. Theoretically the reserve 
land; were chpsen by the Indians 
themselves but it is hard to believe 
that they who knew the territories so 
well should have been such consist¬ 
ently poor choosers. Everyone has a 
vague idea that tie Indian treaties, 
the Indians get the worst of the bar¬ 
gain, and examples are known where 
the Indians were shifted elsewhere, or 
otherwisi overreached because of 
wh : te acquisitiveness in respect to 
lumber or mineral discoveries. What 
happened in these instances was in¬ 
evitable under the existing system of 
uncontrolled individual enterprise and 
in the absence of any real policy to 
the Indians as human beings. Their 
potential value to the country was ob- 
i viously less than mines and resour¬ 
ces. Some of the Indians realize this. 

They resent having no vote thinking 
rnfranchisement their right, especial¬ 
ly when they see newcomers whose 
English or French is no better than 
theirs taking ouf citizenship. 

They are becoming more aware that 
they have been deprived of their 
o d tribal education, with nothing 
comparable provided to 'fit them for 
the life they now have to live. 

They think the Indian agent some¬ 
times “doesn’t know very much.” 
They feel it at once if he is ignorant 
.of their language and ways and has 
neither the interest nor experience to 
med : ate between them and the gov¬ 
ernment. 

They know' more about the pro¬ 
nouncements of officialdom Ottawa 
s aware of, and some of them give 
them a laugh. To read some reports 
of the government one would imagine 
the reserves are being stocked with 
catt’e, modern machinery, that In¬ 
dians are being educated to be thirfty 
farme s> and healthy vitamin eaters 
and can become lawyeis or doctors if 
they wish to. The Indians know bet¬ 
ter. 

What is recommended of the actual 
Irdian policy by experts in sociology, 
anthropology, education, economics, 
etc. working with the Indians. Also 
(1) a nfew Indian Affairs Act in which 
th U.S. Indian Reorganization Act 
of 1937 would be a guide; (2) educa¬ 
tion for adults and children, directed 
toward complete and responsible\citi- 
zenship; (3) Indian representation at 
Ottawa or some mac inery forjlirect 
consultation; (4). economic ^retter- 
m<nt. using the Indians’ communal 
tradition as a basis for co-ope:ative 
organizations; (5) improved public 
health program; (6) further research 
on Indian matters; (7) education for 
whites on Indian affairs. 

“Canada should join the Inter-Am¬ 
erican Indian Institute. Louis Ralsam 
of Cambridge, Mass., says: “After 
admitting many of the accusations 
levelled at the Indian respecting lack 
of interest in work, fondness for holi- 
da- s and drink, bad inferiority com¬ 
plex, these problems develop out of 
total malad'ustment of their* Indian 
to his circumstances. Indian nature 
plus 300 years of exploitation by 
white-- has obviously failed to adapt 
him to white civilization. What we 
lazily call stubbornness may well be 
admi'ab'e pers stence toward main 
tenance of a valuable way of life. 
V hat we consider ignorance in this 
minority race is a profound wisdom, 
* j+ttte ton Tnuph for us to under¬ 
stand.”

Can. Land Values 
Rising About 12 p.c. 

Official records indicate that land 
values in Canada have increased on 
the average, about 12 per cent since 
1939. There are many-sections of the 
country where little or no change has 
occurred. Saskatchewan, British Co¬ 
lumbia, Nova Scotia and Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island each repo t less than 7 
per cent increase; Manitoba, Alberta 
and New Brunswick less than 15 per 
cent. The increase in Qntario on the 
' contrary has been 22 per cent and in 
Quebec 32 per cent. 

In all provinces there are local ar¬ 
eas where a considerable interest in 
land has been evident. Nearer the 
larger urban centres some farms are 
being acquired by city people. 

For a number of reasons, land val¬ 
ues have risen less in this war than 
during the last. They include the diffi¬ 
culties experienced in the inter-war 
period, completion of the important 
phase of pioneer development, and 
latt rly, inflation control. 

Farmers Paying Debts 

Su;plus farm income is now being 
used to retire indebtedness and to 
create reserves in cash and convertible 
investments. There has been a grati¬ 
fying increase in the purchase of Vic- 
t >rv Ponds. As a resu't many farmers 
will be in a position to purchase ma¬ 
chinery end other farm and home fa¬ 
cilities when restrictions on manufac¬ 
ture are removed. 

Tt should not be assumed, however, 
t! at :here is no .ur'.her danger of 
land va'ue inflation. The prices of 
farm products are relative'y satisfac¬ 
tory and production has rncreas°d 
enormously. There is more money in 
the country than for a good while. As 
a result there was more interest in 
land during 1944 than in any year 
since 1939. What has thus far rep¬ 
resented a desirable recovery from 
the very low levels of t' e 1930’s could 
become a speculative movement of 
real significance. 

A healthy land market is a good 
thing for agriculture. It is -essential 
to progress. But speculation is an¬ 
other n atter. If we are to avo’d, a 
reret tion of what happened from 
1914 to 1920—and the distress that 
fo'Iowrd -the exercise of restraint 
and good judgment will be necessary 
in the months and years ahead.— 
Farm and Ranch Review.

WITH USELESS ARM 
HE GUIDES PLANE 
Calgary Flier Does 
Corkscrew to Elude a 
German Pursuer 


WIITH RCAF BOMBER GROUP 
IN BRITAIN—Only the skill of a 
Welsh flight engineer and the cour¬ 
age of his Canadian pilot got an 
Iroquois Squadron Lancaster safely 
home from an attack on Chemnitz. 

The huge aircraft still had 150 
miles to go before reaching the 
target when a short intense bar¬ 
rage of predicated flak burst ar¬ 
ound it. The skipper, F/L Charles 
David Gonyea, 289 21st Ave. N.W., 
Calgary, altered hiscourse to dodge 
it, asked over the fnteV-com if any¬ 
one had any injury oi? damage to 
report. ' j 

Only after checking with every¬ 
one else and finding them unhurt 
did Gonyea admit that a small flak 
fragment had lodged in his shoul¬ 
der, temporarily depriving him of 
the use of that arm. 

iHe refused all aid, continuing to " 
handle the control column with his 
left arm and instructing the young 
engineer, F/Sgt. Owyn Blythin of 
Ffynnon-Groew, Holywell, North 
Wales, to take over the rest of the 
instruments in the cockpit. 

Minutes later a fighter attacked. 
Gonyea put his four-engined air¬ 
craft through a steep twisting dive 
and a “corkscrew” at maximum 
speed, exerting his left arm to 
superhuman effort., The gunners 
and the Nazi exchanged fire but 
Gonyea’s maneuver ended the fight. 
He flew on. to bomb successfully 
and return home. 

Meantime Blythin operated the 
dozens of extra instruments ’and 
his own so well that later his sec¬ 
tion commended him for keeping 
an accurate check on the fuel while 
assisting the pilot faultlessly. 

The British youngster’s most dif¬ 
ficult moment came when landing. 
At the skipper’s directions, he care¬ 
fully lowered the flaps and wheels 
and cut the throttles at the exact 
moment required, a delicate task 
even for an experienced pilot. 

The rugged Gonyea has almost 
finishing convalescing. 

FYIi David Gonyea took his 
schooling in Vulcan, later moving 
to Calgary. His brother, F/L. 
Bruce Gonyea, also received school¬ 
ing here.

now gaining fast though still un¬ 
der medical treatment. 

At one camp where he was pris¬ 
oner, men died at the late of 50 a 
day. Inc uding F.lipinos the rate 
v as 550 dead per day and a detail 
of 1000 men was kept busy bury¬ 
ing. Most deat! s were from tropi-' 
cal diseases and starvation, malar¬ 
ia, war wounds and primarily lack 
of medicine. This was at Camp 
O'Donnell. He was then moved to 
u camp where only American 

J ps were held and the death 
theie was about 40 a day. In 
the three prison camps he was 
r.o more than 8000 or 10,000 
sr cans were held at any one 
camp anl th y were frequently 
trans p erred or detailed to work 
part'ei'. , 

As examples of ingenuity, he 
said the boys made pipes, cigarette 
roping machin s, pans, violin, ar¬ 
tificial limbs, peg-legs, crutches, 
even a slot me chine. They got a 
hand together with improvised in¬ 
strument. They tried to start a 
school, with men as teachers who 
were professors and expert ling- 
ui.-ts. But no gatherings or group 
lectures except to teach Japanese 
W< re allowed. 

“We would have been gone gos¬ 
lings if it hadn’t b en for the Red 
Cross supplies received twice on 
Luzon.’’ The first Red Cross was 
in the form of medical supplies in 
1942, and the death, rate dronpod 
to three or four a day. Red Cross 
f d came again in 1943, and again 
the death rate dropped sharply. 
The Red Cross got three letters to 
him just before he was released, 
lette’s which had been mailed in 
November, 1944. All other mail 
received in prison was at least one 
ar.d a half years old before being 
received. 

The diet at the-time they were 
released was a mixture of rice, 
corn meal and soy beans, a total of 
six ounces daily. The men aug-‘ 
mented this staivation ration by 
eating lizards, snakes, dogs, cats, 
monkeys, weeds, roots and wood 
pulp. Flavor and taste mean noth¬ 
ing if thpre is nourishment. On the 
voyage home every man received 
a personal letter from President 
Roo. evelt, and General MacArthur 
took 'great care of the released 
prisoners. 

Major Brennan referred to the 
many surprises waiting prisoners 
at home aft r three years of being 
cut olf f;om their families. There 
had been deaths in the family 
which they had never heard of, and 
it was a shock to some to find that 
what they had been fighting for 
and living for wasn’t there when 
they got home.

ing which Family Allowances are payable, to re¬ 
move duplication by adjusting the income tax 
credits received for children. -/ 

It is natural that parents in the low income groups 
will be expected to receive maximum benefits from 
Family Allowances. Partial benefits will be received, 
however, by parents with incomes up to $3,000. 

The tabic below shows the effect of the adjust¬ 
ments which the Government has decided to make. 
For convenience and simplicity the benefits received 
by each income group are shown as a per cent of the 
Family Allowances received. The table shows: 


T HE following announcement will help to clarify 
the relationship between Family Allowances and 
Income Tax credits for dependent children. Family 
Allowances are payable from July 1st, 1945, and 
the registration of children is now taking place. 

The Family Allowances Act was designed to help 
equalize opportunities for all children, and when 
the Act was passed, Parliament approved the prin¬ 
ciple that-there should be no duplication of benefits 
by way of Family Allowances and Income Tax 
credits for the same child. An amendment to the 
Income War Tax Act will be made to deal with this 
duplication. In the meantime, however, the Govern-

(<«) Heads of families receiving incomes 
in 1945 of $1200 or less will benefit to 
the extent of the full amount of the Fam¬ 
ily Allowances received. As they are not 
required to pay income tax, there is no 
duplication to remove. 

(6) Heads of families receiving incomes 
in 1945 in excess of $1200, but not in 
excess of $3,000, will in effect retain the 
full value of their present income tax 
credits and in addition a percentage of 
the actual Family Allowances received. 

(r) Heads of families with incomes in 
excess of $3,000 will retain thoir full 
income tax credits for children if they do 
not receive Family Allowances. These 
taxpayers may, however, apply for Family 
Allowances to protect themselves against 
a possible decrease in income at a later 
date which might bring them into a 
lower income range where they would 
benefit from Family Allowances. In such 
cases'if the income remains in excess ol 
$3,000, the income tax credits for child¬ 
ren would be reduced by the full amount 
of Family Allowances received.

It is likely that the German plan 
was to do away w th all the evidence 
before it cou d be discovered.
